rent program by L. T. Milton 
and a detailed presentation by 
Rhett Johnston of VISTA and 
the Community Action Prograrr 
in Corning before a large crowd 
in City Hall last night. 


Recreation Director Tag Mo» 


Fadden presented a report on 
the 1968-69 Corning recreation 
program and made recommen- 
dations for this year. 


Milton discussed details of the 


low housing rent program and 
answered some questions. 


"This program takes housing 


that exists, pays rent and leas, 
es it to low income people. It 
leaves property on tax rolls 
and is available on one year 
lease basis or with a 10 year 
option. The housing must be 
standard and the owner is re. 
sponsible for normal mainten- 
ance. This program is designed 
to help the low income people 
and property owners. It is also 
designed for the elderly peo- 
pie," he said. 


Councilman Elmer Jennings 


asked how the program might 
operate. "The city would have 
to pass a resolution to enter 
into the program. There would 
be a city or county authority 
but it's best to have a county 
authority," Milton said. 


"Money in the program gets 


back to the property owner. 
The tenant pays 20-25 percent 
of his income for rent. There 
are limitations on income for 
those renting houses in the 
program," Milton stated, 


Milton told the council that 


there are 100 units in Chico 
participating in the program and 
Butte County has applications 
for 500 units. 


Mayor Joseph Babb said the 


council was interested in the 
presentation of the program 
by Milton but must study de- 
tails. 


Johnston introduced the Corn, 


ing Community Council which is 
comprised of low income people 
and is part of the Community 
Action Program under the Of- 
fice of Economic Opportunity 
of the federal government. Kath-

"We have some major goals 


in Corning and the county. This 
includes foodbuyers' club, food 
stamps in Tehama County, re* 
vivial of the federal Head Start 
program, youth committees and 
on the :ob farm labor training 
program. The food buyers' club 
is a way of buying food and is 
doing well. Food is bought at 
a 25 percent discount in Chico. 
We are in need of a building 
for the Head Start program and 
one would be needed for a com. 
munity center," Johnston said.

Earlier this 
week a significant North Viet- 
namese buildup had been re- 
ported in Laos, three miles 
across the border. 
Some 3,500 U. S. Marines 
and South Vietnamese troops 
are participating in Operation 
Maine Crag. Farther 
south, 


2,000 paratroopers of the U.S. 
101st Airborne Division in Op- 
eration Massachusetts Striker 
are sweeping through the AShau 
Valley, the biggest North Viet- 
namese base and staging area 
in South Vietnam. 
Spokesmen said both opera- 
tions have accounted for more 
than 100 enemy dead in small, 
sporadic fights, while U. S.

Against Legal Advice 


Against the advise oí her 
court-appointed attorney and the 
judge to be involbed, M rs. Ar­ 
lene Purcell of Corning has 
chosen a trial by court and not 
by jury. It is charged she sup­ 
plied alcohol to a minor, and 
then threatened violence should 
her alleged action be learned 
by authorities.

“ His physicians consider that 
the general’s condition has not 
worsened since yesterday but 
that the eventual outlook re ­ 
mains guarded,” said a morn­ 
ing medical bulletin from Wal­ 
ter Reed Army Hospital. 
The term, "guarded,” means 
in medical terminology the out­ 
look as to whether a patient 
will survive or recover is un­ 
certain.

Khan declared martial law in 
Pakistan today and handed over 
the administration of the strife- 
torn country to the army chief 
of staff, Gen. Yahya Khan,Rad­ 
io Pakistan said.

Jurors in one of the biggest 
lawsuits ever heard in Tehama 
County, Crews vs. Ramirez, 
were to listen to summary a r­ 
guments today from all six at­ 
torneys involved. It is the ninth 
day of superior court proceed­ 
ings for the case. 
To be determined is liability 
for injuries caused to Mrs. A vis 
Crews in an auto-truck accident 
north of Red Bluff on Oct. 3, 
1966. 
Mrs. Crews and her husband, 
Elmer L. Crews, are asking 
$450,000 general damages, plus 
extensive medical 
and 
court 
co6ts, for extensive injuries she 
suffered in the wreck. 
Named in the suit are a truck 
driver and his employer, Peter 
Ramirez and Trails Trucking 
Inc., a truck maintenance shop, 
San Jose Autocar White, Inc. 
and an air hose manufacturer- 
distributor, 
Bend ix -West ing - 
house Corp. Adding Interest to 
the case is the fact that each 
of the defendants have counter- 


sued one of the others in an ef­ 
fort to recover their own costs, 
should they themselves be found 
liable. 
In 
addition Bendix-Westing - 
house has served notice it will 
file suit against Swan Rubber 
C ompany, which manufactured 
rubber used in the allegedly 
defective air hose. 


Mrs. Crews was driving north 
on Main St. near the Dibble 
Creek bridge, while the first 
defendant, Peter Ramirez, was 
southbound in a truck, semi and 
trailer. One 
of the truck’s 
brakes apparently malfunction­ 
ed, causing the empty trailer to 
jackknife into Mrs. Crews*car. 


She suffered severe facial lac­ 
erations, contusions and abra­ 
sions requiring plastic surgery 
and resulting in a badly scarred 
face; a fractured left collar 
bone, broken left kneecap and 
damaged left knee joint, plus 
numerous other cuts, bruises 
and abrasions over her body. 
Testimony from her physician 


revealed that Mrs. Crews has 
now developed a malignant fa­ 
cial tumor which will prevent 
long-awaited surgery to repair 
her scars. He said that that this 
time her outlook is “ not good.” 


At issue is whether the truck 
brake actually did malfunction, 
and if It did, where does the 
responsibility 
lie. 
T r a i l s 
Trucking claims San Jose Auto­ 
car White is responsible be­ 
cause It had, not long before the 
accident, serviced the truck and 
replaced one of the air brake 
hoses. Which one, though, was 


not specified on the replace­ 
ment order. 
San Jose Autocar alleges Ben­ 
dix -Westinghouse 
is respon­ 
sible because if the hose in 
question was defective, then 
Bendix-Westinghouse, the sup­ 
plier, must have neglected its 
Inspection responsibilities. 
As 
noted, 
Bendix-Westing­ 
house claims that any defect in 
the hose must have come from 
the 
rubber, manufactured by 


Swan Rubber Company. 
Testimony at the trial es­ 
tablished that in a truck’s air 
brake system, if any of the air 
hoses should burst, which this 
one apparently did, then the 
brake operated by that hose will 
automatically go on. It will not 
release until pressure in the 
tank supplied by the hose is built 
up to a certain level. 
Sudden application of one brake 
in the empty rear trailer is 
supposed to have caused it to 
jackknife into the Crews auto.

Marines 
Make 
Rice Haul 
SAIGON (AP)— U. S. Marines 
sweeping 
along 
the Laotian 
frontier have made the allies’ 
second biggest rice haul of the 
war, enough to feed 8,000North 
Vietnamese troops for three 
months, 
military spokesmen 
said today. 
U. S. headquarters said the 
Marines of the 3rd Regiment, 
participating 
in 
Operation 
Maine Crag, 
found 600 tons 
of rice about 11 miles south of 
the abandoned Khe Sanh com­ 
bat base. Officers said the seiz­ 
ure undoubtedly would affect the 
enemy’s ability to sustain an of- 
fensive in the northwest corner 
of South Vietnam. Earlier this 
week a significant North Viet­ 
namese buildup had been re ­ 
ported in Laos, three miles 
across the border. 
Some 3,500 U. S. Marines 
and South Vietnamese troops 
are participating in Operation 
Maine Crag. Farther 
south, 
2,000 paratroopers of the U.S. 
101st Airborne Division in Op­ 
eration Massachusetts Striker 
are sweeping through the A Shau 
Valley, the biggest North Viet­ 
namese base and staging area 
in South Vietnam. 
Spokesmen said both opera­ 
tions have accounted for more 
than 100 enemy dead in small, 
sporadic fights, while U. S. 
casualties so far are 33 killed 
and 117 wounded. 
Contact has been only sporad­ 
ic, but headquarters said the 
main objective of both sweeps 
is to find and destroy enemy 
food and war material that could 
be used in attacks on towns in 
the 1st Military Corps area, 
including Quang Tri City, Hue 
and Da Nang. 
The Viet Cong spring offen­ 
sive entered its 31st day to­ 
day with about 25 rocket and

But if a place gets the 
opposite kind of reputation — as one where you can go with your 
family and have a happy good time — then we believe it will draw 
persons who want clean good fun. 


If Red Bluff is going to engage in any kind of community cele- 


bration which will attract large crowds, then there will always be 
the danger of it getting out of hand. Adequate preparations must be 
made to take care of any situation likely to develop. But dancing 
in itself is not likely to cause the trouble.

KILL DR. KING: RAY HOPED 
TO ESCAPE DEATH PENALTY 
BY HINTING OTHER INVOLV- 
ED: NIXON TREASURY CHIEF 
RESISTS LBJ'S ARM-TWIST- 
ING 


W A S H I N G T O N - Despite 
James Earl Ray's courtroom 
hint that others helped to plot 
the assassination of Dr. Martin 
Luther King, Jr., the FBI's 
painstaking, $3.5 million in- 
vestigation of the shooting pro- 
duced absolutely no evidence of 
a conspiracy. 
This column has checked care- 


fully 
into all the conspiracy 


angles. I even flew to Los An- 
geles to investigate a dentist 
who was reported to have a 
grudge against Dr. King and 
might have hired Ray to gun 
down the Negro leader. Here 
are the conclusions; 


1. Ray was a racist with a 


long record of crime and hate. 
He made no secret in prison 
of his burning hatred for Ne- 
groes. He even refused to go to 
the prison's honor farm be- 
cause he would have to work 
alongside blacks. He also boast- 
ed to fellow convicts that he 
would kill Dr. King when lie got 
out of prison. 


2. Ray flew to Los Angeles 


around Easter Sunday, 1967, 
because he had heard that Dr. 
King was scheduled to speak 
there. Ray did not contact the 
Los Angeles dentist and the 
FBI quickly dropped its suspi- 
cions of the dentist. Ray con- 
tinued to stalk Dr. King until 
the tragic day in Memphis. 


3. Ray's hints that he was 
aided by conspirators appar- 
ently were motivated by a psy- 
chotic notion that he could in- 
vent a couple of nonexistent 
persons and blame them for 
the actual shooting, thus avoid- 
ing the death penalty. 


NONEXISTENT "RAOUL" 


4. Ray spoke mysteriously, 
for example, of meeting a blond 
man by the name of "Raoul" 
in a New Orleans bar. Later 
this same mystery man was 
supposed to have turned up in 
Montreal while Ray was there. 
The FBI could find no evidence 
that "Raoul" ever existed out- 
side of Ray's imagination. 


5. The fact that Ray seemed to 


have plenty of cash caused the 
FBI to suspect at first that he 
may have collected a pay-off 
from someone who wanted Dr. 
King dead. The FBI was able to 
trace Ray's money back to prof- 
its 
from smuggling narcotics 


into prison, and to a series of 
holdups. He staged at least two 
robberies in this country, two in 
Canada, one in London and one 
in Portugal. 


6. Although Ray bungled the 


shooting by leaving clues that 
easily 
would have convicted 


him, he had a twisted cunning 
that enabled him to throw the 
FBI off his track while he es- 
caped the country. There is no 
evidence to support the rumor 
that the alleged conspirators 
hustled him off to Europe. 


Clearly, James Earl Ray loves 


the limelight, and he can be 
expected to make statements 
that will keep his name in the 
newspapers. Those who know 
him say he almost looked for- 
ward to returning to prison 
as a celebrity. 


Note; The whispers of con- 
spiracy, however, continue to 
circulate. 
They 
have been 


spread in part by Dr. King's 
former associates in the South- 
ern Christian Leadership Con- 
ference, 
who 
have found it 


easier to raise money with the 
conspiracy talk in the air.

The directives were 
routed through Arthur Burns 
who appears to be emerging as 
Nixon's chief of staff.

MR. NIXON'S ABM DECISION 


Concerning Mr.Nixon's decis- 


ion on the ABM, a few obser- 
vations: 
1) The reaction by the lib- 
erals is, with various degrees 
of vehemence according to the 
individual's style, disappoint- 
ment. The New York Times' ed- 
itorial writers did one of their 
noisy harrumphs and call now on 
the Senate to free itself of its 
"bondage to the Pentagon py- 
ramid-builders'' by asserting 
itself to frustrate Mr. Nixon's 
decision. The New York Times' 
James 
Reston, more suave, 


more judicial, regrets Mr.Nix- 
on's decision while admiring the 
tactical political competence of 
it (nobody is 100 per cent let 
down), and talks about the grave 
reservations feltbythe"watch- 
fwl people," whom he else- 
where designates "the most 
thoughtful people," which is to 
say the people who agree witn 
Mr. Reston. 


2) The expression of disap- 


pointment by some conserva- 
tives and some liberals is, cur- 
iously, couched 
in much the 


same language. Mr. Reston says 
that the problems of the dny re- 
quire "bold and radical poii - 
cies." Some conservatives (e.g. 
James 
Burnham) would pre- 


cisely 
agree. The question 


comes down to what proposals 
are bold and radical but also 
informed and imaginative? The 
American Left persists in as- 
cribing boldness and virtue only 
to radical proposals for dis- 
armament. Thus, for instance, 
the New York Times believes 
that Nixon "could have disposed 
of this entire issue more ef- 
fectively if he had called upon 
the Soviet government to begin 
arms-control talks now and an- 
nounced that he would withhold 
a decision on the ABM system 
until he saw how those talks 
were progressing." 


The trouble with bold propos- 
als of that sort is that the peo- 


ple who make them character- 
istically default on their implied 
obligations to face up to the 
consequences of proposals that 
prove fruitless.How many uf the 
doves who a year ago kept in- 
sisting that the United States 
should suspend the bomb ing long 
enough for the Viet Cong to 
reach the negotiating table — 
how many of them are nowadays 
urging the President to rec- 
ognize that the negotiations are 
thus far fruitless and that there- 
fore 
we should resume the 


bombing if in the judgment of 
the military we might by so 
doing save lives? 
Suppose that Mr. Nixon had 
instead of endorsing a modi- 
fied ABM, announced that the 
whole project would be put in 
abeyance pending a reply by the 
Soviet Union to proposals for 
general disarmament?Suppose 
that the Soviet Union failed to 
reply; or that the Soviet Union 
said sure, how about Geneva 
in April? How many months 
or years later, assuming that 
no progress was made at Gen- 
eva (as is usually the case at 
Geneva), would you guess that 
the Soviet Union would exhaust 
the patience of the New York 
Times ? Quite right, never. 


3) The conservatives who call 


for bold and radical proposals 
have something other in mind 
than the boldness (we would 
call it recklessness) of trust- 
ing to an etiolated Soviet Union

On Dr. Hare Reinstatement

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — As 


peace settled en the San Fran- 
cisco State campus after 4'/> 
months of turmoil and disorder, 
Dr. S.I. Hayakawa 
remained 


adamant

thing: Dr. Nathan Hare must 
go. 


Who is this man who became 


the center of so much controver. 
sy and was at the front of so 
many confrontations since he 
first arrived on the college 
campus little more than a year 
ago? 


Hare is a 35«year-old Negro 


sociologist 
who once said, 


"This is a time for hate. . ." 
and who now says he believes 
he was hired to placate Negro 
students although the expressed 
purpose was to set up a black 
studies program. 


But Hayakawa the acting col' 


lege president says it was Hare 
who tried to "sabotage" black 
studies proposals and that it 
was Hare who prolonged the 
strike, 
formally ended last 


week. 


The administration was star* 


tied by Hare's plans to recruit a 
faculty committed to what he 
calls "black revolutionary na» 
tionalism for militant plural* 
ism — the right to exist as an 
equal, akin to parity, as a dis- 
tinct category." 


He said he regarded strikers 
such as Mao-spouting Jerry 
Varnardo, who was arrested 
several times in campus disrup. 
tions, as qualified for faculty 
positions. 


"I don't want white instruct- 


ors teaching black history to 
Negroes," Hare said. 


Some teachers and admini« 


strators, among them Joseph 
White dean of 
undergraduate 


students, had supported Hare at 
first. But others objected. They 
cited such actions as Hare's 
jumping onto the stage and in* 
terrupting Hayakawa's spring 
semester welcoming remarks, 
his involvement with the student 
strikers and his philosophies. 


When he came to San Francis- 


co State at a salary of $13,000 a 
year, Hare was given the title 
"coordinator of minority stu- 
dies," He worked closely with 
400 youths, most of them Ne- 
groes, who were enrolled last 
fall without normal academic 
credit as part of the Educa- 
tional Opportunity Program. 


Most of these students, college 


officials said, were active in 
campus disturbances, and Hare 
was arrested several times in 
the disorders. 


He said, "One of the conse- 


quences of powerlessness with- 
in a society is that people cry 
out against it in extreme ways. 
Extreme situations produce ex- 
treme alternatives. 


"If breaking windows brings 


attention to the tragedy, I'll 


break windows. At least, unlike 
the violence the whites impose 
on us, we are not hurting human 
beings but inanaimate things."

Hare, a native of Slick, Okla., 


says he picked cotton as a boy 
and supported himself as a box- 
er while getting his master's 
and Ph.

Easter Egg Custom 
Older Than Easter

Today's 
Easter 
bunny may 


leave such modern wonders as 
hollowed plastic eggs filled with 
goodies, but the custom of giving 
eggs at this season began even 
before the Christian era. 


The egg was revered by the 
ancients, who believed it repre - 
sented the world and its ele- 
ments: shell (earth), white (wa- 
ter), yolk (fire) and air (under 
the shell). The breaking of eggs 
was a ceremony and a means 
of augury. 
Regarded as a symbol of fer- 
tility and renewed life, eggs 
were exchanged at spring festi- 
vals 
by 
ancient Persians, 


Greeks and Chinese. The cus- 
tom of presenting painted eggs 
to friends 
and acquaintances 


was established in China as ear- 
ly as 722 B. C. 


Persian history reveals a sim- 
ilar custom. The beginning of 
the Religious Year each spring 
was marked with a Nowroose, 
or feast. Travelers gave to ev- 
eryone they encountered gifts 
of eggs dyed in various colors 
or painted with gilt. 
To early Christians eggs were 
the obvious symbol of resurrec- 
tion and considered appropriate 
for Easter, when they were not 
only given as gifts, but eaten on 
that day after having been for- 
bidden during Lent. 


The Romans celebrated the 
Easter season by running races 
on an oval track and giving 


eggs as prizes. As early as the 
Middle Ages the custom of col- 
oring eggs 
at Easter was in 


vogue. The ledgers of Edward I 
of England for 120 show an en- 
try for the purchase of eggs to 
be colored and gilded for dis- 
tribution to the royal house- 
hold. 
In Eastern Europe painting of 
Easter eggs in intricate de- 
signs handed down from one 
generation to another is a tra- 
ditional peasant art. In Yugosla- 
via they are marked with the 
letters XV for Christos vak- 
rese (Christ is risen), the Eas- 
ter greeting of the area. In 
Poland geometrical or abstract 
patterns are often used. 
Games played with eggs have 
also long been an Easter cus- 
tom, 
which has come down to 


modern times in the form of the 
egg rolling held annually on the 
White House lawn. The game, 
object of which is to see who 
can roll the egg the greatest 
distance down a grassy slope 
without cracking it, still goes 
on in parts of England and 
Scotland. 
The old method of coloring 
eggs was to boil them with 
plants, such as spinach leaves 
for green, logwood chips for 
purple, cochineal for scarlet, 
onion skin for yellow. Now veg- 
etable dyes are commonly used. 


The Poultry and Egg National 
Board, 
consumer information 


organization of the nation's egg 
industry, gives these tips on 
preparing for dyeing "hard- 
boiled" eggs, a term that is 
really a misnomer-. 
Cover the eggs in a saucepan 


with enough water to come at 
least an inch above the eggs. 
Bring the water to a boil rap- 
idly, then turn off heat im- 
mediately to prevent further 
boiling. Cover the pan tightly 
and let the eggs stand in the 
hot water for 15 minutes. Cool 
at once in cold water to make 
shelling easier. 


Cambodia Infiltration Admitted

PHNOM PENH, Cambodia (AP) 


— For years Prince Norodom 
Sihanouk heaped praise on the 
North Vietnamese and the Viet 
Cong, lauding their "rightful 
struggle" in Vietnam. Lately 
he has turned against them, ap- 
parently because he feels they 
will gobble up Cambodia. 


An increasingly ominous in- 
trusion of the VC-Hanoi forces 
into Cambodia is one factor 
which seems to be making the 
46-year-old ruler more friend- 
ly toward Washington. A cordial 
exchange of letters between Si- 
hanouk and President Nixon and 
the quick release of four Amer- 


ican prisoners have set the 
tone.

Sihanouk said the infiltrators 
"represent an immediate and 
long term danger" for Cambo- 
dia. Once and for all, the prince

away 
any lingering 


doubt about repeated U. S. as- 
sertions that Communist-led 
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forces operate in considerable 
numbers from his soil. 
There was no immediate re- 
action 
from the North Vietna- 


mese, who have an embassy 
here, and from the Viet Cong's 
National Liberation 
Front, 


which has one of its major dip- 
lomatic establishments here. 
But day to day relations be- 
tween Cambodians and the Viet- 
namese have markedly chilled 
in recent months. 


Longtime observers here say 


Sihanouk has brought into the 
open a struggle for his inde- 
pendence once the shooting war 
stops in Vietnam. Fears are ex- 
pressed that the Hanoi -led Viet - 
namese are so well entrenched 
that they will never leave on 
their own. 
Sihanouk has had continuing 
trouble with the Thais, but his 
main concern now is with the 
Viet Cong, the North Vietna- 
mese 
and even the Pathet 


Lao who operate in Laos. 
Pointing to a map at his news 
conference, Sihanouk sketched 
in areas in northeastern Cam - 
bodia, where he said the Path- 
et Lao have come in from Laos, 
and in the east and southeast 
where Vietnamese have cross- 
ed over. 


He pointed out frontier areas 


of four provinces — Kompong

Easter Egg Custom 
Older Than Easter 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
Today’s 
E aster 
bunny may 
leave such modern w onders as 
hollowed plastic eggs filled with 
goodies, but the custom of giving 
eggs at this season began even 
before the C hristian e ra . 
The egg was revered by the 
ancients, who believed it re p re ­ 
sented the world and its e le ­ 
ments; shell (earth), white (wa­ 
ter), yolk (fire) and a ir (under 
the shell). The breaking of eggs 
was a cerem ony and a means 
of augury. 
Regarded as a symbol of fe r­ 
tility and renewed life, eggs 
were exchanged at spring fe sti­ 
vals 
by 
ancient 
P ersian s, 
G reeks and Chinese. The cu s­ 
tom of presenting painted eggs 
to 
friends 
and acquaintances 
was established in China as e a r ­ 
ly as 722 B. C. 
Persian history reveals a sim - 
ilar custom . The beginning of 
the Religious Year each spring 
was marked with a Nowroose, 
or feast. T ravelers gave to ev ­ 
eryone they encountered gifts 
of eggs dyed in various colors 
or painted with gilt. 
To early C hristians eggs w ere 
the obvious symbol of re s u rre c ­ 
tion and considered appropriate 
for E aster, when they w ere not 
only given as gifts, but eaten on 
that day after having been fo r­ 
bidden during Lent. 
The Romans celebrated 
the 
E aster season by running races 
on an oval track and giving 


eggs as p rize s. As early as the 
Middle Ages the custom of co l­ 
oring 
eggs 
at E aster was in 
vogue. The ledgers of Edward I 
of England for 120 show an en ­ 
try for the purchase of eggs to 
be colored and gilded for d is ­ 
tribution to the royal house­ 
hold. 
In E astern Europe painting of 
E aster eggs in intricate d e ­ 
signs handed down from one 
generation to another is a t r a ­ 
ditional peasant a rt. In Yugosla­ 
via they a re marked with the 
le tte rs XV for C hristos 
vak- 
rese (C hrist is risen), the E a s­ 
te r greeting of the are a. In 
Poland geom etrical or ab stract 
patterns are often used. 
Games played with eggs have 
also long been an E aster c u s­ 
tom , which has come down to 
m odern tim es in the form of the 
egg roUlng held annually on the 
White House lawn. The gam e, 
object of which is to see who 
can roll the egg the g reatest 
distance down a grassy slope 
without cracking it, still goes 
on in p arts of England and 
Scotland. 


The old method of coloring 
eggs was to boil them with 
plants, such as spinach leaves 
for green, logwood chips for 
purple, cochineal for sc a rle t, 
onion skin for yellow. Now veg­ 
etable dyes are commonly used. 


The Poultry and Egg National 
Board, 
consum er inform ation 
organization of the nation’s egg 
industry, gives these tips on 
preparing for dyeing “ h ard - 
boiled” eggs, 
a term that is 
really a m isnom er; 
Cover the eggs in a saucepan 
with enough w ater to come at 
least an inch above the eggs. 
Bring the w ater to a boil ra p ­ 
idly, then turn off heat im ­ 
m ediately to prevent further 
boiling. Cover the pan tightly 
and let the eggs stand in the 
hot w ater for 15 m inutes. Cool 
at once in cold w ater to make 
shelling ea sie r. 
Cambodia infiltration Admitted 


By DAVID MASON 
PHNOM PENH, Cambodia (AP) 
— F or years Prince Norodom 
Sihanouk heaped praise on the 
North V ietnam ese and the Viet 
Cong, lauding their “ rightful 
struggle” in Vietnam. Lately 
he has turned against them , ap ­ 
parently because he feels they 
will gobble up Cambodia. 
An increasingly ominous in ­ 
trusion of the VC-Hanoi forces 
into 
Cambodia 
is one factor 
which seem s to be making the 
46-year-old ru ler more friend­ 
ly toward W ashington. A cordial 
exchange of le tte rs between S i­ 
hanouk and President Nixon and 
the quick rele ase of four A m er­ 


ican priso n ers have set the 
tone. 
At a news conference this 
month, Sihanouk 
dram atically 
announced that the Viet Cong 
and North Vietnam ese are en ­ 
camped on vast stretch es of 
eastern Cambodia. 
More surprisingly he openly 
expressed 
wonderment 
as to 
why the A m ericans didn’t bomb 
them . 
Sihanouk said the infiltrators 
“ represent an im m ediate and 
long term danger” for Cambo­ 
dia. Once and for all, the prince 
cleared 
away 
any lingering 
doubt about repeated U. S. a s ­ 
sertions 
that Com m unist-led 


forces operate in considerable 
num bers from his soil. 
T here was no im m ediate r e ­ 
action 
from the North V ietna­ 
m ese, who have an em bassy 
h ere, and from the Viet Cong’s 
N ational Liberation 
F r o n t , 
which has one of its m ajor d ip ­ 
lom atic establishm ents h ere. 
But day to day relations b e ­ 
tween Cambodians and the V iet­ 
nam ese have markedly chilled 
in recent months. 
Longtime observers here say 
Sihanouk has brought into the 
open a struggle for his inde­ 
pendence once the shooting w ar 
stops in Vietnam. F ears a re e x ­ 
p ressed that the Hanoi-led V iet­ 
nam ese are so well entrenched 
that they will never leave on 
their own. 
Sihanouk has had continuing 
trouble with the Thais, but his 
main concern now is with the 
Viet Cong, the North V ietna­ 
m ese 
and even the Pathet 
Lao who operate in Laos. 
Pointing to a map at his news 
conference, Sihanouk sketched 
in are a s in northeastern Cam - 
bodia, where he said the P ath ­ 
et Lao have come in from Laos, 
and in the east and southeast 
w here Vietnamese have c ro s s ­ 
ed over. 
He pointed out frontier areas 
of four provinces — Kompong 
Cham , K ratie, Mondulkirl and 
R atanakiri —covering a stretch 
of about 150 m iles where he said 
th ere was Communist im plan­ 
tation. Am erican intelligence 
also puts forces that a re under 
Com m unist direction In frontier 
are as of ti» other five Cam bo­ 
dian provinces bordering South 
V ietnam ’s delta. 
The regions pointed out by S i­ 
hanouk a re very sparsely popu­ 
lated, . mainly 
by 
mountain 
tribesm en who differ ethnical­ 
ly from the Com bodlans.
